The Members of the League agree that if there should arise 
between them any dispute likely to lead to a rupture, they will 
submit the matter either to arbitration or to inquiry bv the Coun­ 
cil and thev agree in no cose to resort to war until three months 
after the award by the arbitrators or the report by the Council. 
In any case under this Article the award of the arbitrators 
shall he made within a reasonable time, and the report of the Coun­ 
cil shall be made within six months after the submission of the 
dispute. 
A R T IC L E 13. 
The Members of the League agree that whenever any dispute 
shall arise between them which they recognize to be suitable for 
submission to arbitration and which cannot be satisfactorily settled 
by diplomacy they w ill submit the whole subject-matter to arbitra­ 
tion. 
Disputes as to the interpretation of a treaty, as to any ques 
tion of international law, as to the existence of any fact which i 
established would constitute a breach of any international obliga 
tion, or as to the extent and nature of the reparation to be made 
for any such breach, are declared to be among those which are 
generally suitable for submission to arbitration. 
For the consideration of any such dispute the court of arbitra­ 
tion to which the case is referred shall be the Court agreed on

the parties to the dispute or stipulated in any convention existing 
between them.

The Members of the League agree that they will carry out in 
full good faith any award that may be rendered, and that they will 
not resort to war against a Member of the League which comp lea 
therewith.

The third day coach from the en­ 
gine w’as overturned, and all of the 
casualties are believed to have oc­ 
curred there. 
Rescue forces 
were 
quickly at 
work and in a short time six bodies 
had been taken out. 
Parts of another body, rescuers 
said, were in plain sight, but they 
had so far been unable to extricate 
it from the wreckage. 
The dead in some instances were 
badly mangled. 
Fifteen of the in­ 
jured wfere removed 
to 
hospitals, 
some of them physicians stated so 
badly hurt that their recovery was 
problametical. 
So far as could be 
learned none of the passengers on 
the east bound train were hurt. 
The body of a baby was recover­ 
ed from the wrecked car bringing 
the total known deaths to seven.

WAS IT A FAILURE? 
Many waiters are already inscrib­ 
ing the obituary notice of Russian Bol­ 
shevism and are setting 
down 
the 
reasony why the Russian Soviet State 
went to pieces. 
The discussion is a 
trifle premature, but it does show how 
the thoughts of men are running and 
what the trend— or rather trends— of 
opinion will be as to the merits of the 
various policies that have been pur­ 
sued by the several western nations 
towards Russia. 
By a large number of contemporary 
writers all those policies have been 
condemned 
in 
the 
most 
vigorous 
terms. 
Nothing could 
well 
exceed 
the plainness w ithftwhich the Ameri­ 
can policy, for instance, has been cri­ 
ticized even in the house of its friends. 
Those Americans who most severely 
criticize the American attitude are al­ 
so for the most part 
critical 
of the 
French attitude and are inclined to 
praise the course followed by Lloyd 
George. 
They 
complain, 
however, 
that Washington and Paris between 
them 
have 
prevented 
the 
Lloyd 
George policy from being carried out, 
which is largely true, 
and 
so they 
blame Washington and Paris for what 
they call the failure of the Western 
nations to deal successfully with Rus­ 
sia. 
But has there been a failure? 
If 
the Russian Soviet regime of Lenine 
and Trotzky is really 
about 
to col­ 
lapse, it can hardly be claimed that 
there has been. 
If the 
Bolshevik 
movement in Russia comes to an end 
in the immediate future, the policy of 
the Western nations must be regard­ 
ed not as having failed but as having 
been marvelously successful. 
Bolshevism 
was 
a tremendous, a 
colossal force. With Europe demoral­ 
ized and almost paralyzed by the war, 
and with the seeds of Bolshevism al­ 
ready implanted in every European 
population, there was every reason to 
fear that this new and frightful mon­ 
ster would sweep over the whole con­ 
tinent. 
The wonder is that it did not 
do so months ago; and if its failure 
to do so is a permanent failure, that 
in itself will be the best and the all 
sufficient proof that the statesman­ 
ship which managed 
to 
bring 
the 
world through 
that danger was not 
the short-sighted, blundering, foolish 
thing that so many have called it. 


WHY? 


A Kansas City man writing to the 
Post of that city touches on a phase 
of the political situation that is of in­ 
terest, not only to him, but to .other 
thinking men. 
It is one of the problems peculiar to 
this country that is very hard to un­ 
derstand and 
yet 
prevails to an ex­ 
tent that causes bewilderment among 
those who think political alignments 
should be 
based upon fundamental 
beliefs rather than upon hard and fast 
party affiliations 
based upon issues 
dead for ages past. 
Why will men sacrifice their hon­ 
est, sincere 
Christian 
convictions at 
the behest of a few political bosses? 
The letter reads: 
I am a member of one of the larger 
churches of our fair city, a church 
that stands for and contributes in a 
large way to home and foreign mis­ 
sions, its pastor tries at all times to 
impress on his membership the value 
and importance of unselfish service in 
our Master’s cause. 
He emphasizes 
the necessity 
of 
carrying 
out 
our 
Lord’s command to preach His gospel 
to all nations. 
On his 
return 
from 
France, he spoke strongly in favor of 
the League of Nations as a means of 
avoiding future wars, and as being a 
step in the direction of bringing about 
that peace on earth 
for 
which 
we 
pray, “Thy Kingdom come,” and es­ 
pecially 
did 
he 
point to the great 
value of the 
league 
as 
a means of 
bringing about a better understanding 
among the peoples of the earth and 
removing many dangers that now be­ 
set the path of the Christian mission­ 
ary. 
I was, and am, a great admirer of 
my pastor. 
I love him dearly. 
I was 
also a great admirer of ex-President 
Taft. 
His logic in favor of the league 
was unanswerable. 
Now, both Taft and this said min­ 
ister are for Harding, against the 
League of Nations. Taft, I suppose for 
political reasons, that is, loyalty to the 
party that once put him in the presi­ 
dential chair, 
will throw away the 
splendid work he has done as head of 
the league to enforce peace, smother 
his conscience and sell his birthright 
for a mess of pottage. 
But how about the 
minister 
who 
was in favor of the league as above 
stated, and who has been strongly ad­ 
vocating religious world movements. 
How can he support a man who says 
he will scrap the league, and that he 
has no definite constructive policy to 
offer in its stead? 
HOW CAN SUCH 
BIG MEN BE SO LITTLE is more than 
I can understand. 
I say little advis­ 
edly, because this preacher, so far as 
I know, has no better reason to offer 
than that he is against jt, the league, 
because Wilson is for it. 
The article of Dr. C. M. Sheldon in 
the Post is refreshing and encourag­ 
ing. 
If I could have my way, I would 
stand with the great and illustrious 
Roosevelt, and 
have 
a league with 
teeth in it sure enough. 
However, if I could not support this 
league as a beginning and a stepping 
stone toward solving the problems of 
nations in a better and less wasteful 
way than the expnsive one we have 
just passed through I would be oppos­ 
ed to sending out missionaries of the 
gospel, opposed to dealing with for­ 
eign nations, and let the bolshevik 
fight it out, let the Armenians and the 
near East starve, and look out for the 
and Uncle Sam, just us two and no 
more; then when I stand before the 
Great White Throne. I would expect

Governor Cox reiterated how he 
had compelled an immediate edi­ 
torial apology from the writer.

“Hie Krupp of America.” Citing his 
own position for the League of Na­ 
tions and that of Senator Harding, 
Governor Cox said that the Du Pont 
family had “grown financially fat 
and insolent on the profits of war,” 
and that he was not surprised Mr.

GENERAL LEMEN, HERO 
OF LIEGE, DIED SUNDAY 


Brussels, Oct. IS.—General Lem 
an, defender of Liege against the 
German advance, early in the war, 
died at Liege yesterday from pneu­ 
monia. 


General Leman was governor of 
Liege at the outbreak of the war. It 
was his gallant defense of the city 
from the German attack just as the 
drive through Belgium was iii full 
swing that held up the advance of 
the German troops for several days, 
a delay that the imperial staff had 
not anticipated and which told ma­ 
terially against the Germans in the 
campaign, 
ultimately 
resulting in 
their check at the Marne. 
General Leman was wounded in 
the fighting and w7as captured Aug­ 
ust 22, 1914. He was held in a Ger­ 
man prison until December, 1917, 
when, because of his ill health, he 
was released and made his w7ay out 
of Germany to France by way of 
Switzerland. 
After the Allied vic­ 
tory he accompanied King Albert 
in the official re-entry of the Bel­ 
gians into Liege and w7as given an 
enthusiastic w elcome by the people 
of his home city. 
General Leman was 68 years old. 
Up to a few months before the war 
lie wras head of the Belgian military 
school. 
In addition to his notable 
qualities as a commander he was 
an authority on Roman law, mili­ 
tary architecture and engineering.

study of the dress problem is given 
to insure getting the best value for 
the money, selecting materials and 
designs properly, caring for cloth­ 
ing, and making repairs.

NEW GLUE THROUGH LETTER 
IN MURDER MYSTERY 


Los Angeles. Oct. 
22.—Startling 
evidence contained in an unsigned 
letter received by the Long Beach 
police yesterday that the unident i- 
lied man found in the Signal Hill 
sect ion there may be the grandson 
oi Mrs.

The only way 
we can get it is through a bond is­ 
sue, because our constitution will 
not permit a tax levy sufficient to 
raise the money. Then we have ex 
hausted our “m atching” money so 
we can’t obtain more federal aid, 
even if the next congress votes a 
large appropriation 
to 
aid 
the 
states, unless we authorize 
this 
bond issue. 
The 
government 
ex­ 
acts a dollar for 
every 
dollar it 
puts up in road 
building. 
Other 
states are voting bond issues and 
to them will go the part we could 
obtain if prepared to 
m atch 
dol­ 
lars. 


Under the proposed 
bond 
issue 
Missouri counties will not have to 
put up a nickel to get their share 
of that 60 
million 
dollars. 
The 
state will pay the entire bill 
and 
do all the work. 
After long 
and 
careful investigation the Missouri 
Good Roads Federation, represent­ 
ing more than 
1,000 
Missourians 
engaged in every line 
of 
produc­ 
tion and business, 
is 
convinced 
that the road bond issue 
can 
he 
paid off. principal 
and 
interest, 
within the thirty years the bonds 
may run from the 
receipts 
from 
motor licenses and without 
the 
levy of a cent of direct taxation. 
You will not vote to issue bonds 
Your vote will be to authorize the 
Missouri legislature to do so. 
The 
bonds can’t run longer than thirty 
years, they can’t bear 
to 
exceed 
five per cent and they can’t aggre 
gate more than 60 million dollars. 
Every county will participate in the 
6,000 mile hard surfaced road sy­ 
stem. 
The legislature 
will 
have 
absolute control over the bond sale 
and road location and will deter­ 
mine type and cost of construction. 
Our federation 
will 
recommend 
that the legislature issue bonds for 
ten million dollars the first 
year 
and five million a year

will the full amount be drawing in­ 
terest.

If there 
should be a slowing up 
of 
motor 
ear use and fewer license fees the 
legislature can be expected to slow 
up the issue of bonds. 
T h at’s the 
sensible thing to expect. 
Remem­ 
ber, you are trusting 
your repre­ 
sentative to look after your inter­ 
ests. 
If he doesn’t do so you can 
kick him out. 
He is elected 
for 
only two years. 
Rem em ber again 
that the legislature 
has 
absolute 
control of this good roads proposi­ 
tion. 
Don't be mislead by intima­ 
tions of graft. 
W hy shouldn’t our 
representatives see that we get

square deal? 
It isn’t necessary to say
